Fifty-six micro wave towers will prpvide 
pipeline points between Shreveport, Louisiana, and 
Linden, New Jersey, with round-the-clock communi- 
cation. Microwave, 'tied in with telephone and VHF 
radio, is a new development that will play an impor- 
tant part in maintaining constant communications 
required for efficient pipeline operations. 


The use of centrifugal co'mpressors for pumping 


gas was pioneered for the natural .gas transmission 
industry by Texas Eastern. These machines, whose 
wheel-like impellers-whirl at 3,600 revolutions per 
minute, push natural gas through the pipeline to de- 
livery points. To operate these new type compressors, 
Texas Eastern purchases vast quantities of electric 
power from local utility companies.
